Bur tipon terious Conliderati- 
ohs it was thought, That luch a proceeding 
mighr rather quicken a Rebellion than prevent 
it. For the Numerous Followers who depend- 
ed wholly tipon their Maſters Intereſt and Au- 
thotity, for the 2 hang of themlelves and Fami- 
lies, being angred or atrighted at the i]l uſage of 
their Principals, and being loolned from all De- 
pendances, might tather put themſelves upon

Government, andin the quality of Tories they 
would be equally milcheivous, and eſpecially to 
the Engliſh dilperled. in their remote Dwellings, 
as a {tnall Rebellion.

Upon thele and other, realons of weight, the 
ewo Propolitions forementioned were Doug 
impracticable. But the principal and preſear 
[ecurity of that Kingdom conlilting in the bal- 
lancing the Numbers of Triſh with a ſuperiority 
of ſtrength and leaving them naked, and the Fn- 
gliſþin Arms, The Lord Lieutenant and Coun- 
cil did think fit te revive the Commiſſion of Ar- 
ray, ſo that the Militia of that Kingdom hath 
been railed in all parts, and is now Map in a 
better Condition than ever it was known to be. 
Andto ſupply the defect of Arnis for ſuch Mili- 
tia, there were not only appointed ſome Mer-

Bur 
lurely to have proceeded with any Degree of

As to his Majeſties Forces in that Kingdom, 
they are well diſciplin'd and well paid, and it 
hath plealed his Majelty lately to lend over are- 
inforcement of about 1200 Men. And the Ar- 
my is {o diſtributed, as that the Cities (which 
are the Garriſons of that Kingdom) are lecured 
as well as it is poſſible for the proportion of ſuch 
a Militia, and ſuch an Army to make them. 


There is all the diſcountenance given to Maſs- 
Houſes in all places, which the Laws of thar. 
Kingdom will bear. Nor isthere Licence for any 
Arms given to any but ſuch as need them, and 
for no more than 1s neceſlary for their ſecurity 
againſt Tories in their remote and ſcattered Ha- - 
bitations, and for whole Loyalty and peaceable 
Demeanour, the Lord Lieutenant is firſt ſufh- 
ciently certified by ſome Proteltants of Note.
